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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 1994 


1994 was a year of growth for the Conservation Commission as we 
welcomed two new members; Karen Stevens and Kate Buzard. Members attended 
workshops and seminars on environsental issues and changes in the State 
permit process for minimum ispact wetlands projects. Member Mick Stevens 
attended classes to become a New Hagpshire Cogaunity Tree Steward. This 
eight month course is sponsored by the Society for the Protection of New 
Hampshire Forests, in conjunction with UNH Cooperative Extension and the NH 
Division of Forests and Lands. 


A study of four Town wetlands was conducted last fall using the Method 
for the Comparable Evaluation of Nontidal Wetlands in New Haspshire. (New 
Hampshire Method) This joint effort involved the Middleton Conservation 
Comsission, UNH Cooperative Extension, the UNH Comgmunity Environmental 
Qutreach Program (CEOP) and UNH Students. A final report will be given to 
the Town in April 1995. | 


We were requested to give recomgendations on several violations on 
Auclair Road where property owners or contractors had failed to acquire the 
necessary Town and State permits. All have been resolved satisfactory 
except that one needs to have site reclagation work performed. 


We lock forward to a busy year continuing our gapping of the Towns 
Natural Resources, and continuing to make recommendation on projects to the 
State Wetland Board.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT YEARLY REPORT 
1994 


As many of you know, the departsent has gone through several 
changes within the last year. Not only within the last year, but 
also the last several years. However, it is time to stop looking 
at the past, and start looking towards the future. Having worked 
with the department on a part-time basis for the last several 
years, and now as the new Chief of Police, I feel that for se to 
tell you that I am going to change everything over night would not 
be the right thing to do. I am going to tell you that I will do 
the very best that I can for the comgunity and run a department 
that is professional and community orientated. 

To give you an idea of what went on within the last year, 
property crises have been the gajor problems, with burglary, thefts 
and criminal gischief. We have also experienced all types of 
other criges within the cossunity, from domestic violence, 
assaults, juvenile disturbances, M/V accidents, illegal dumping, 
harassment, etc. However, these criges have not changed in 
nugbers that much as compared to recent years. Due to all the 
changes in the departwent, it is hard to coge up with exact 
figures. 

One of the things I did right away was to clean up the 
department itself. I spent alot of hours trying to get records in 
order and a filing system that was suitable. 

Even though the year started out with some uncertainty, I did 
manage to get involved in a Federal Anti-Drug Grant. This gave 
the departaent the opportunity to get equipment which we would 
never be able to get otherwise. This equipment to be used for 
drug interdiction, and general police use. The biggest items 
received being a 4 wheel drive pickup, which is currently working 
out very well, Thanks to the help of several towns people who 
donated their time to fixing and servicing this vehicle to get it 
ready for use. We have also received several generators, coaputer 
equippent, and other itegs. The departaent, working with the fire 
departgwent, were able to get the Town way ahead on preparation for 
the enhanced 911 system due out in July 1995. This accosplishsent 
and credit has alot to do with former Chief Paul Gelinas, who 
worked hard to get the Town renusbered prior to leaving the 
department. 
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Some of the biggest problems which I had to face was time 
management. I found that this departsaent can not run effectively 
just on 4@ hours a week. This is something that caused some 
problems when it cage to coverage, so I ended up extending some of 
ny hours to meet town needs. One of the other things was that 
having one cruiser becage a problem, I found ayself without a 
vehicle when the cruiser was out of service or being serviced. 
There were times when this could have been a real serious probles. 
However, I was able to overcome some of these hurdles, and alot of 
the credit has to go to the people of this town, people who have 
piven of themselves to help me out. 

Alot of thanks has to go to the NH State Police for their 
assistance in a couple of investigations, and answering some calls 
when the departeent ran short on manpower. I would also like to 
thank the surrounding communities of Farmington, Milton, New 
Durhas and Wakefield which the department now has mutual aid pacts 
with, something that has not been done for sometine. 

T would like to also mention the departaent is now involved 
in the DARE program, and other schoo! activities. This 
interaction with the young people of this cogmunity is very 
ieportant. The young people of today are the community leaders of 
tomorrow, and we need to be involved. 

Some goals that I have set for ayself, and the department 
are, to be able to cover more hours on the street without relying 
on outside agencies who are also short handed. To have the 
department meet State accreditation standards which is going to 
become a requirement in the future. To have a department which is 
professional and sore community orientated. 

Qn behalf of ay wife, Patty, ay son, Justin, and ey daughter, 
Michelle, I would like to thank the town as whole, the Board of 
Selectmen, the Fire Department, Highway Department and the ladies 
in the office for all your assistance and cooperation. I look 
forward to working with the Town of Middleton, and helping to 
provide a better future for this community.

This urll allow us to 
better communicate to the home xnegarding the 
progress of Students. 


In the spring of 1994 abel grade three students 
at the Memortak Drive Schook and throughout the 
State took the first version of the State Assessment 
Test in the aeas of reading, writing, and math. 
The nesults from this test will provide valuable 
Angormation for us to xAmprove our currtculum and 
Leaching techniques. In the Spring of 1996 this 
state testing program wll inckude students at the 
grade 44x and ten Levels. 
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I'm pleased to report that the physrcak plant 
at Memonrtak Drive has never been better. Cerling 
fans wene Anstakled in the rntertor ckassrnooms to 
Amprove the circulation of air. The School Street 
bLoons were nevitalized with new trle and carpeting, 
and the extertonrn of the Memortak Datve Schook 
building and annex necerved a new coat of patnt. 
These xamprovements complete the five year pkan to 
nenovate the burclding. 


The relationship we have with the parents of 
our Schook children continues to be nurtured through 
a warn relationship with the PTA. Many thanks to 
Steve Yurtck and the members of thts organization 
KON ther support during Zhe pase 
Additionakly, the Memortak Dative Parent Advisory 
was formulated in 1993 to help provide a vehicle 
Of communtcation for suggestions and concerns from 
the consumers of our educationak product.

The Farmington-Middleton federally funded 
Chapter I program has played a sagntfrcant role 
during the 1994 schook year not onky supporting 
4Ah 160 Atudents, but also An supporting the 
teaching staff. Wath the greatest needs at Memortal 
Drive Elementary Schook and with an emphasis on 
early Antervention, the primary goal of the program 
As to help enable rdentified Chapter I students 
achieve greater success rn their negular classroom 
PLOGHAMA . Providing extra help with classroom 
assrgnments, focusing on reading/urcting strategies 
and 4ncreasing student's self-confidence are vartous 
ways Chapter I assists cn the ckassncooms. Students 
are referred by teachers and/or parents and entered 
Anto the program rif they meet the criteria for 
admission depending upon space avaclabslity. Those 
students "most r4n need" necetve prrorcty. 


We were most fortunate from January through 
June of 1994 to have three neading specialists and 
three para-professrzonals as members of the Chapter 
I znstruuctionak staffs. Ungortunately, Natalce Mark 
did not return in September and At has been 
daifprcult replacing her. Sherrrll Doyle temporarcly 
joaned the staffs An October. She has done an 
excellent job and therefore will continue to frkl 
the posrction for the rest of the schook year. 


The Chapter I Advisory Councth had 1ts farset 
meeting 4n January of 1994. The counctl met three 
times and provided a forum f0r open communication 
between parent, teacher, administrative and schook 
board nepresentatives. Parent and teacher surveys 
were developed and then distributed in the spring. 
The results of the surveys and the forums gave high 
marks of satisfaction with the Chapter I program. 
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This fall Congress has passed new Legtslation 
which wilh go into effect as of July 1st, 1995. 
At the present time, it is not ckear exacthy 
what changes wilkl be implemented for the upcoming 
Schook year. We have been informed Chapter I wll 
need to align itself ckhosely with the schook 
district programs to meet the state performance 
standards currently being developed. Another 
Section of the new Law places a greater emphasrs 
on professrconak development to atd 1n srgnigrcantly 
enhancing the quakity of Anstruction provided by 
ark stags.

The Memortak Drive Guidance and Counseling 
Department 45 an active, integral part of the 
education process. The counseling program has 
many components, rAnckuding Andividual and small 
group counseking, regular cLasstoom 
presentations, standardized test administration, 
Support services for teachers and parents, and 
cooperative programs with the high schook. 


Counselors ane avatlable to meet with 
Students to discuss problems they may be having 
An chook or with the following Assues: 
difficulties assoctated with family moves, 
changes An family make-up, peer xnelations, 
divorcee and parental unemployment. 


A major goal of the guidance staffs 44 to 
make guidance available to all students, not 
just to those students who go to the guidance 
office wth an Andtvidual problem. As 
participating members of the New Hampshcre 
Comprehensive Guidance and Counseling Program, 
the counselors at Memortak Dative Schook move 
towards working with the rnegulkar classroom 
teacher as a team to integrate guidance material 
Anto the regular curriculum.

Guidance services at the funtion high Level 
Anckude a vanety of activities and Services: 
weekky guidance classes for akl 7th and &th grade 
Students, Andividuak and group counseling 
Sessions, parent conferences, coordination of 
California Achievement Testing, rznvolvement Ain 
the specitak education process, referrals to 
outside agencies, and the panning and 
AmpLementation of Apectak programming. In 
previous Hneports I have spent time describing 
guidance classes and content. In this, my fr§th 
annuak xneport, I wish to desertbe some of the 
programs with which I have been snvokved in the - 
past year. 


Ms Tremblay, our 7th grade social studies 
teacher, and I spent 10 days An Belize, Central 
America during the 1994 February vacation. By 
videotaping our expertence, a rural Mayan village 
and the surrounding rain forest has become more 
neak to our students. After Learning about the 
needs of the Mayan schools, a bracelet project 
has emerged. Mayan children make beautiful and 
unusuak bracelets which our students may buy or 
Sekk; all money recetved purchases much needed 
Aupplres for the Mayan school. The nesult 4 
children hekping one another. A pen pak program 
was developed to help students and teachers of 
both countries understand the cultural differences 
as well as samelanrrtres AN a very personal way. 


Transitioning fom one school to another can 
be a digficult expertence. Project Safeguard, 
a day kong educational conference for 6th graders 
and thetr parents, was held at McIntosh Cokkege 
An June to ease this process. Thirty-two 
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workshops were held on a vartety of adolescent 
and parenting sssues to assist parents and teens 
during thts Amportant transition. More than 100 
Students and 60 parents were in attendance, thanks 
to generous funding through the NH Dept of 
Education Daug Free Schools grant. 1 Hope to 
xepeat thts program for 1995 for both 6th and 
8th graders, contingent upon funding. 





Exghth graders also participated in a 
tnansction program. For the second year, 8th 
grade students were given the opportunity to 
attend Merrow rsta Education Center 1n Tuftonboro. 
Adventure based activities were facilitated by 
FHS teen Leaders. Students Learned the r«mportance 
Of team building, goal setting, good 
communteation, and problem sokving skirls as well 
as Learned some of the expectations of Farmington 
High Schook. | 


Another program with schook wide AngLuence 
4s the Peer Mediation Program. John Grazxzano, 
FHS prtnetpal, Led several Main Street Schoolk 
Students and teachers through a nine hour peer 
mediation thatcning. Trained students serve as 
mediators to help their classmates resolve 
conflict; trained teachers provide "backup" 
assistance as necessary. While thts program 45 
StiLLL in the early stages, both mediators and 
those A4n dispute are Learning smportant skilres 
for solving probkems constructively. 


In other areas: 


I welcomed the addition of Steve Cook, a 
master's degree candidate from UNH, as a guidance 
ANtenn. He provaded valuable assrstance in 
meeting the needs of our students. Another 
antern, Dawn Wolcott, wilh jsortn me tn January

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Main Street Students participated sn Red 
Ribbon Week, a week of educational activities 
designed to promote a healthy, dwg free 
krfestyle. 


Mrs. Paxley, 7th and $&th grade Engktsh and 
Literature teacher, and I have been working wrth 
Meeeeore gtoup of students to publish the 
Matin Street Monthly, our schook newspaper. We 
have appreciated the assistance of Janette 
Morrison, a parent volunteer, in helping students 
plan and wrrte articles, and prepare the newspaper 
horn distrcbution.

GUIDANCE REPORT 


It 48 with great enthusiasm and excritement 
that I submit my first neport as Guidance 
Dinecton of Farmington High School. 


The Farmington High School graduating class 
of 1994 was a class of 66 students, compared 
to 54 gnaduates in 1993. Forty-nine percent 
of the ckass of 1994 graduates were accepted 
to post-secondary institutions with thirty-three 
percent accepted to four year institutions and 
AAxteen percent accepted to two year schooks. 


On March 24, 1994, one senton, f4hteen 
juniors, and twelve sophomores took the Armed 
Fonees Vocationak Aptitude Battery (ASVAB), — 
which 4s used by the Armed Services as a 
mkitary qualtfrcation test. Five students 
planned on mkitary careers, ertghteen planned 
on attending four year colleges, one planned 
on attending a two year college, and four were 
undecided. During the week of Aprrr 4 - 8, 
The Caktfornta Achtevement Tests (CAT) were 
admintstered to all grades at Farntngton High 
School. Farmington High School, as a whole, 
Seoned Aslighthy higher than the national 
average. The class of 1997 had the highest 
Seones with the class of 1998 skighthy Lower. 
Thirty-three students took the Scholastic 
Aptitude Test (SAT) during the Spring of 1994, 
with the average math scone 452 and the average 
verbak scone 410. On October 11 ergaes 
forty-two juntorns took the Pxrektminary 
Scholastic Aptitude Test (PSAT). The average 
verbal scone was 45.1 and the average math score 
was 42.9. 
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Ennrokkment f0r the 1994-95 schook year 
was 369 at the beginning of the school year. 
Since then seventeen students have transferred 
Anto FHS, twelve have transferred to other 
Schools, seventeen have dropped out, and three 
have been expelled. This brings our numbers 
to AsAdxty-five seniors, Aeventy-ecght juniors, 
erghty sophomores, and one hundred twenty-nine 
4neshmen (a total of 352). The number of 
students An our upcoming classes are Large, 
with one hundred twenty-seven students expected 
An the class of 1999, s0 the high school 
population should continue to grow. Classes 
are full wrth an average of ertghteen students 
per academic class and fifteen students per 
vocational class. The highest numbers fall 
Anto civics/economics urtth a ckass average of 
thirty students and art with an average size 
04 twenty-three students. We cumently serve 
forty-four Students with disabslhities through 
our Spectak education programs. 


Fammington High Schook has sixty students 
emmolked sn the Trt-State Vocationak programs, 
twenty-two at Dover HS, two at Somersworth HS, 
and thirty-s2x at Spaulding HS, which represents 
thirty-eight percent of the juntonrn and sentonr 
CLASSOS. 


The gutdance Office coordinates many 
activities An the high school to meet the 
diverse needs of our students. In onder to 
aid coklege bound students with the selection 
and application process, we sponsor the annual 
Aup to the University of New Hampshire for 
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the college fatr which allows sentors to explore 
a variety of post-secondary schools. I have 
met Andividually with every sentonr to dtscuss 
their phkans for their future. We are fortunate 
to have scheduled many coklege nepresentatives, 
mkrtary neernuiters, and rnegrtonak vocational 
counselors to meet with our students this fakl. 
In addition, we sponsored a Frnancak Atd Night 
on January 4, 1995 to help families with that 
PAOCRAS. 


To meet the needs of at rtsk students, 
we continue to offer high schook students 
to the ekementary classes as tutors wrth 
twenty-seven student volunteers.  Twenty-erght 
other student volunteers take time to be Big 
Brothers/Big Sristers to an elementary student 
An need of a positive role modek. Talent Search 
and Upward Bound are two programs which provide 
counselors to work with at nisk high school 
Students to hekp them atm for post-secondary 
education. 


Project Alternatives, our Drug Free Schooks 
grant, continues to work wrth students and 
faculty at all three schook Levels. Ten adults 
and fourteen students attended the training 
at Camp Merrowrsta during the weekend of 
November 11, 1994. Our focus this year through 
the guidance office will be the prevention of 
Substance abuse, however the four other 
sub-groups (Community, Education, Experrcential 
Education, Conglict Mediation, and Transrctions) 
continue to be active as well. 


With the many challenges that the guidance 
Office AS facing, I have set several goals to 
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strive for throughout the next few years as 
we move into the new high school. Technology 
continues to grow and become a mandatory part 
Of our world. We meeLO Gb. CUI) ALLCLULG 
Scheduling in the spring on the computer as 
wekk as provide opportunities for students to 
explore s«nternests, vocations, and post-secondary 
Anbtritutions through a variety of computer 
Software programs. We wll continue to meet 
the needs of our students at Farmington High 
Schook and allow them to necetive the best 
possrcbke education we can provide.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSES 
1993-94 


The 1993-94 schook year was a very busy 
and productive one in the schook nurses office. 
The year began with 129 Readiness and 4rr4t 
graders entering our school. Along wrth that, 
we had 196 students transferred «nto our schools 
throughout the year. Health assessments and 
evaluations are done on a yearly basis for 
grades one through etght. These evakuations 
Anckude height, wetght, head and dental checks, 
and hearing and vision testing. Students in 
grades five through etght were also screened 
for Scoktosrss and appropriate referrals were 
made 44 necessary. 


ALL health records, rzncluding Ammunization 
necords, were kept and audited to state 
requirements to <Ansure compliance with 
regulations. Physicals were offered and done 
by the school physician, DA. Quinn, on Students 
An ghades four and etght, and parents were 
notr fried of any unusuak findings and advised 
to consult their famcly physician. 


ALk students who partictpated 1n any school 
athletic program were required, by pokicy, to 
Submt up-dated sports questionnaires and 
physrzcals to the nurses before try-outs. We 
encourage alk parents, coaches, and students 
to nepornt any changes sn the health status of 
any athlete which might affect his/her sage 
particrpation An Sports. 


The N.H. Davaston of Public Health again 
held a pre-schook visson and hearing screentng 
program for children tn our community ages four 
Lm aXe Volunteers from our high school 
population were kind enough to assist the NHDPH 
nurses with these screenings. 
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First gnhade screentng was held sn May 
for pre-schoolers who would be entering the 
Achook system the following September. At that 
trme, each pre-schooler was weighed and 
measured, had a dental check and vision and 
hearing testing done. Through the early 
Screening program many problems can be detected 
and connected before a child enters school. 


Our goak continues to be on wellness 
through education and preventative medicine. 
Along with frst aid duties, we thy to teach 
and Nnetinforce Andependence and the correct 
handling of 4415t atd and emergency sctuations 
by the students. Polley HO Rend i Ueber walttel een tie 
SAX high schook ckasses by Mrs. Mortarty, R.N. 
Students are always encouraged to come to the 
health offices to discuss not only thertr own 
and their famclies health, but to use the office 
as a good health resource center.
